This brings out again the point 
that one man could well fill the 
position of the justice and the po- 
lice judge if care were exercized 
in selecting a competent man for 
the first position. Should he fail 
in his duties as police judge, he 
would still be under the jurisdic- 
tion of the city council and ac- 
countable to it for his acts, would 
he not? There would be no 
change in the city charter. 

I would be the last person in 
Upland to want the same man re- 
tained in both offices were he to 
prove incompetent as a police 
judge, but if the same man could 
be retained and save our.citizens 
unnecessary cost of government, 
I am certainly in favor of it. The 
possible fact that our former ex- 
perience in the handling of a com- 
bined court may not have proved 
economical does not necessarily 
mean that such a condition would 
exist now. However, I have no 
knowledge that it was not “eco- 
nomically” managed, other than 
heresay. 

Who knows but what a judge 
handling both offices, if he really 
tried, could find many ways of cut- 
ting overhead costs and Saving his 
city and his county many dollars 
through efficient handling of his 
duties?
